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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to amendnnent filed on 12/22/09. No 
amendnnents were made to previously presented claims 1-15. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The invention of the present application pertains to selection of optimum 

base stations in a communication system that employs candidate sets and active 
sets. The novelty of the claimed invention lies in the combination of the steps 
performed for selecting at least one optimum base station to communicate with a 
terminal. The concept of storing an uplink candidate set listing at least one 
candidate uplink base station; storing a downlink candidate set listing at least one 
candidate downlink base station; determining a predominant direction of traffic 
with respect to the terminal; if the predominant direction of traffic is in an uplink 
direction, selecting at least one optimum base station from the uplink candidate 
set; and if the predominant direction of traffic is in a downlink direction, selecting 
at least one optimum base station from the downlink candidate set is neither 
taught nor suggested by the prior art. Accordingly, Applicant's claims are 
allowed for these reasons and for the reasons recited by Applicant in the 
amendment filed on 12/22/09.
